a base; 

a first tabU mounted to the base, wherein the first table has a work support surface 

defining a plane; 
a second table 

first and secon^ rails having first and second cnds^ wherein the rails are slidably mounted 
to the first table and the second ends are rigidly mounted to the second table such 
that the second table is slidably movable relative to the first table; 
a locking mcchani^ connected to at least one of the first or second table, the locking 
mechanism including a locked position in which the second table is locked 
relative to theVirst table, and an unlocked position in which the second table is 
movable relative to the first table; and 
the locking mechanism including a lever that extends from the plane of the work support 
surface to a workVupport side of jhe plane when in the unlocked position to 
obstruct the use pf tne table saw .

5. (Previously amended) The table saw a^x>rding to claim 1, wherein the locking mechanism 
secures the second table in any position rel^ive to the first table within a set of predetermined 
limits of travel.

10. (E^eviously amended) The table saw according to claim 9, wherein the lever is connected to 
the cam, and wherein the cam is connected to opposing first and second clamping rods^ the 
clamping rods being engagable with the first and second rails to lock the second table in any 
position relative to the first table when the lever is in a locked position. 

11. (Previously amended) The table saw according to daim 9, wherein the first Uble defines a 
second surfece opposite the work support surface, and wherein the locking mecl|anism is 
attached to the second surface.

56. (Currently amended) A table saw comprising: 
abase; 
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a first table mounted to the base, wherein the first table includes a work, suppjprt surface 
defining a plane; 

a second table operablv connected to the first table and movable relative to the first 
table; 

a locking mechanism connected to at least one of the first or second table, this locking 
mechanism having locked and unlocked positions, wherein the locked position 
fixes the second table relative to the first table niovftble ^ and the pnlocked 
position allows the second table to move relative to the first table; and 

the locking mechanism including a lever that extends from the plane of the worW support 
surface to a work support side of the plane when in the unlocked portion to 
obstruct jhe use of the table saw. 
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
